-was instantly killed Thursday night, at 
the Rhody mine in TSuieka county, and 
his body biown to atoms as the lesult 
of the explosion of miner's dynamite. 


What lemained of the body will be 


brought to Reno today for burial 


Boghi was employed at the Rhody 


mine, which Is located in Mill Canyon, 
In the Cortez mining district, central 
part of Eureka county. 
The tunnel 


of this property is 300 feet long. 


About 200 feet In from the entrance, 


considerable blasting was necessary, 
and a row of holes, containing the 
deadly material, to which was con- 
nected the usual fuse, was ready for 
the spark. 
Either through carelessness or lack 


of realization of his position, owing 
to inexperience, \he having only leff 
Reno on the llth to engage in that 
work, he stuck the fire to the fuse 
and instantly there was a comingling 
of flash, rumble and terrific report 
Then all was quiet 


At 2 a m the change in shift noted 


that Boghi failed to make his usual ap- 
pearance at the entrance 


After waiting awhile the relief be- 


came alarmed and proceeded through 
the tunnel about 200 feet, when he 
came upon a horrible sight—the man- 
gled portions of Boghi's body. 


W. J Haugh, one of the managers 


of the mine, was immediately notified 


Boghi resided in Reno, for eighteen 


months and was about 40 years of age 
His family is in Italy and he had 
many fiiends among1 his native people 
in this city.

'ORMER Minister Herbert W. -Bowen's disgrace again 


<- 
illustrates the folly of. preferring serious -'charges 


against'a man without being in possession of facts to sub;, 
stantiate the accusations. Mr. Bowen's offense consisted 
of charges that 'Assistant Secretary of State Francis B. 
Loomis, who preceded Mr. Bowen as Minister 'to Venez- 
uela, had usedx his position as the diplomatic represen- 
tative of the United 'States to advance his private inter- 
ests, in securing privileges for the asphalt company oper- 
ating, in Venezuela. From the report in the case it appears 
that Mr. Bowen not only made his charges personally, 
but secured their publication in a New York paper.. 


.Mr: Loomis, judging from the findings, had,. in fact, 


some business transactions with the company, .but the re- 
port does not indicate any improper use of his official posi- 
tion in that connection..The fact that, he Has these deal- 
ings wlththe company is, however, sufficient justification 
for./'the. strictures placed upon him by Secretary-Taft's re-' 
port and should serve as a warning .to other foreign rep- 
resentatives of the government. 
' 


The whole Affair constitutes a scandal that will aoon 


be forgotten, but will not be wholly bad if it leads ro 
sweeping reforms in our manner bf treating with South 
American countries. Our • dealings with 'these countries 
during recent year's-, are open 'to more than a suspicion of 
unfairness, and possibly the exposures in the present cases 
will result in a changed-policy. At leat the case will have a 
tendency to make men-more, careful, not merely In. regard 
to their charges, but-in regard to their conduct whif:e hold- 
ing office, ^ince Loomis has not come out of the afj-air-un-.

• Mr. Bdwen's unfortunate connection with this case

-honors from the Columbia law school in 1881 and prac- 
ticed his profession in New, York until he'entered the gov- 
ernment foreign service. He was appointed consul to Bar- 
celona in 1890.and was promoted to-be Consul General at 
.that place in./1895, wher,e. he.-remained until the Spanish- 
American war broke out. He-was the last American offi- 
cial to leave. After the war he..was transferred, to .the di- 
plomatic service .and'hiid been 'stationed at Venezuela for 
several years.

"When Great Britain forced the port of Hongkong and 


introduced the opium trade into the yellow kngdom against 
the protest of the Chinese authorities, and later when Mr. 
Burlngame represented American interests in that coun- 
try, 
the natives were powerless to resist the Caucasian 


intermeddlers. 


They lacked a knowledge of their inherent powers 


of resistance, their capacity for self-defense, and fell eas- 
ily under the gunpowder or the diplomatic wiles of a more 
progressive people. 


But the successes scored by Japan in its war with 


Russia has taught the Mongolian race new ideas and China 
has not been slow to grasp the import of the new order f 
thing* 


China made no attempt to resent our exclusion act 


prior to the oriental 'war now in progress, further than a 
humble suggestion of respect for our flag andean expres- 
sin of Mongolian good intent, 


But now the yellow empire has the courage to retaliate, 


a courage born of Japanese prestige and power. 


The same ratio of growth in the matter of celestial 


self-importance will soon Invest China with an arrogance 
that we must in turn, resent of suffer tlie humiliation im- 


Asia for Asiatics will be the future slogan of the yellow 


.races, and a new Monroe doctrine, backed by the gruns of 
Japan arid China, may change the conditions of the Pa- 
cific and materially affect the commerce of the world.

parts of the country to draw interest from banks on daily 
balances, and, cases have .been reported in which such 
balances have run- up to a million dollars. These accounts 
have been very .desirable to banks holding th'ern, it is 
stated; as the disbursing officer could tell just about when 
them money would be needed/ If such offiecr could manaege 
to keep a large sum with a bank willing. to pay him some- 
thing for its use he would thus make much more than Vis 
salary.
